and 09/534,032. None of these applications are believed to be relevant to US 
Pat. No. 6,560,604. 

There is no record in the prosecution history of why these insertions 
were made, or how the Examiner determined the information (which includes 
serial numbers, filing dates and a patent number). But it is clear that the 
insertions that were made were incorrect. 

To correct the error, it is respectfully requested that the entire text 
between lines 20 and 51 at column 1 of US Patent No. 6,560,604 simply be 
deleted.
